When a Daubigny, 1042x1742 inches in size, 
brings $1,250, and a Detaille watercolor, 714x4%4 
inches, brings $215, it.is impossible to write the 
sale down as even approaching a failure. Yet the 
total returns for eighty-five pictures were only $25, 
890, an average of about $304. Comparison show 
that the executor of the late George Inness shou] 
feel gratified at the handsome average maintaine 
at the three nights’ sale of his paintings last week | 
The highest price paid last night was $1,525 fon B 
4 a Troyon, 1214x1846. Two years ago two examples Ga.

- $23,000 and $18,000 respectively. But there are 
Troyons and Troyons, and at that time, too, Mr.
